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1. SUMMARY. THIS WEEK, LEBANON, SYRIA, AND PLO AGREED IN 
PRINCIPLE ON CEASE-PIRE IN SOUTH AND PLAN POR IMPLEMENTING 
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CAIRO ACCORD. BUT LEBANESE ARMY OPFICERS WERE VERY SKEPTICAL 
OP ARRANGEMENTS, AND LIGHTING CONTINUED ON DAILY BASIS IN 
SOUTH. LEBANESE GENERALLY EXPRESSED SATISPACTION WITH 
EGYPTIAN MILITARY VICTORIES OVER LIBYANS. KPUR PRONT 
CONDEMNED DECREE LAW ON LEBANESE UNIVERSITY. CENTRAL BANK 
ASKED POR INPORMATION ON DEBTS AND COMMERCIAL BANKS. 

AN NAHAR REPORTED COMMERCIAL BANK DEPOSITS HAD INCREASED 
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SUBSTANTIALLY SINCE END OF FIGHTING. END SUMMARY. 

2. IMPLEMENTATION OF CAIRO ACCORD AND CEASE-FIRE ORDER IN SOUTH. 

AT MEETING IN CHTAURA JULY 21 REPRESENTATIVES OF GOL, 

PLO, SYRIA, AND ARAB SECURITY FORCES AGREED ON CEASE-FIRE 
IN SOUTH AND FORMED TWO SUB-COMMITTEES TO DRAW UP DETAILED 
PROGRAM FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF CAIRO ACCORD (SEE BEIRUT 3518). 

AT SAME TIME, PLO ORDERED ALL ITS FORCES TO STOP SHOOTING 
IN SOUTH. ON JULY 25, ONE SUB-COMMITTEE MET AT CHTAURA 
AND AGREED ON PLAN TO IMPLEMENT CAIRO ACCORD WITHIN 15 DAYS, 
BEGINNING JULY 30. PLAN IN PART CALLS FOR "LEGITIMATE 
LEBANESE FORCES AND ARAB SECURITY FORCES" TO SUPERVISE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF ACCORD IN SOUTH AND PROHIBITS PRESENCE 
OF ARMED PALESTINIANS OUTSIDE CAMPS. ALTHOUGH LOCAL PRESS 
IS OPTIMISTIC, LEBANESE POLITICAL AND MILITARY 

LEADERS ARE VERY SKEPTICAL THAT CHTAURA PLAN WILL BE CARRIED OUT. 

3. FIGHTING CONTINUES IN SOUTH. 

DESPITE CEASE-FIRE AGREED ON AT CHTAURA, SHELLING BETWEEN 
CHRISTIANS AND PALESTINIANS CONTINUED ON DAILY BASIS IN 
SOUTH, AS REJECTIONISTS ON BOTH SIDES REFUSED TO STOP FIRING. 

ALSO, SAIQA AND REJECTION FRONT COMMANDOS AGAIN CLASHED NORTH 
OF TYRE. 
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4. REACTION TO EGYPTIAN-LIBYAN CONFLICT. 

LEBANESE IN CONVERSATIONS WITH EMBASSY OFFICERS HAVE 
GENERALLY REACTED WITH MILD AMUSEMENT TO FIGHTING BETWEEN 
EGYPT AND LIBYA AND, EXCEPT FOR EXTREME LEFTISTS, EXPRESSED 
SATISFACTION WITH EGYPTIAN MILITARY VICTORIES. DESPITE 
FIGHTING, LIBYAN CHARGE SHOWED UP AT EGYPTIAN NATIONAL DAY 
RECEPTION ON JULY 23. LOCAL PRESS HAS REPORTED EVENTS 
FACTUALLY AND REFRAINED FROM RHETORIC. AN NAHAR JULY 24 COM- 
MENTED THAT ARAB ARMS WOULD BE BETTER PUT TO USE AGAINST 
COMMON ENEMY THAN IN INTER-ARAB FIGHTING. 

5. KFUR FRONT ON LEBANESE UNIVERSITY. 

KFUR FRONT HAS ANNOUNCED ITS OPPOSITION TO JUNE 30 DECREE 
LAW ON LEBANESE UNIVERSITY (SEE BEIRUT 3261). KFUR FRONT 
SECRETARY FUAD EFRAM BUSTANI READ STATEMENT JULY 20 
WHICH STRESSED THAT EACH NEW COLLEGE OR SCHOOL "MUST MAINTAIN 
AN AUTONOMOUS PRESIDENT, AN AUTONOMOUS ADMINISTRATION, AND 
AN AUTONOMOUS BUDGET." FRONT FAVORS DE FACTO PARTITION OF 
UNIVERSITY AND IS THUS DISPLEASED WITH DECREE, WHICH WHILE 
SEEMING TO ALLOW FOR SEPARATE BRANCHES IN CHRISTIAN AND 
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MUSLIM SECTORS, PROVIDES EOR ONE PRESIDENT AND BOARD TO 
ADMINISTER ENTIRE SYSTEM. 

6. DEBT CONTROVERSY CONTINUES. 

BANKING CONTROL COMMISSION OE CENTRAL BANK HAS ASKED 
COMMERCIAL BANKS TO PROVIDE INEORMATION ON DUE DEBTS WHICH 
CLIENTS HAVE NOT PAYED BACK SINCE END OE EIGHTING, SO 
THAT DETERMINATION OE TOTAL AMOUNT CAN BE MADE. ACCORDING 
TO LOCAL NEWS DIGEST MIDDLE EAST REPORTER, BANKS INSIST ON 
SETTLING THESE DEBTS "BEFORE THEY CAN EXTND ANY EURTHER 
INCREASES THAT WOULD HELP IN REACTIVATING NATIONAL ECONOMY." 

7. BANK DEPOSITS RISE. 
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AN NAHAR REPORTED JULY 26 THAT COMMERCIAL BANK DEPOSITS 
AT END OF MARCH 1977 HAD RISEN TO LL 9.9 BILLION, INCREASE 
OE ABOUT LL 1.4 BILLION SINCE REOPENING OF BANKS JANUARY 17. 
BY COMPARISON, AT END OF 1974 BANK DEPOSITS WERE AROUND 
LL 11.2 BILLION. 
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
